As we don’t have any 
humane killers, the cleanest way 
of killing them is just to throw 
them in the river. We might be 
trained to kill enemy soldiers, but 
slitting the throat of a spring lamb, 


or beating its brains out with a 


blunt instrument, is just too much 
for some of the lads, so they’d 
rather drown them, even though 
it’s not really as quick. 

“One of my mates was detailed 
to stand by a pig which was giv- 
ing birth. As each piglet was born 
and. crawled away,. he. had to 


smash it with the back of a 
shovel. Once they’d all been 
born the pig was shot like all the 
others. 3 

“Worst of all are the cows that 
have been shot but not finished 
off by the slaughtermen. Some 
are still crawling around, others 
are clearly still alive but unable 
to move. We have to beat them 
to death with lorry spanners or 
other heavy lumps of iron.

FOOT AND MOUTH SLAUGHTER: 
WHY WON'T THEY VACCINATE? 


When so many expert voices 
are saying that mass slaugh- 
ter should be replaced by mass 
vaccinations against a disease 
that has been described as ‘no 
worse than a bad dose of flu”,

FMD, and when animals went to 
market or slaughter just a few 
miles from their farms, the dis- 
ease was unlikely to get to this 
country, and didn’t spread 
quickly even when it did. In those 
days, containment by slaughter 
worked. But nowadays, free 
trade rules forbid the government 
from banning meat imports, and 
EU laws have closed down most 
local slaughterhouses so that ani- 
mals have to be transported hun- 
dreds of miles to market and 
slaughter. This means that the old 
ways of controlling FMD just 
don’t work. 


3) MAFFP’s ‘experts’ refuse to 
recognise that the modern 
vaccines now available are far 
better than the ones they rejected 
30 years ago.

Our own ‘free’ media in 
Britain might still be cov- 
ering up the story, but the 
big Canadian newspaper 
the Toronto Sun has now 
spilled the beans about 
what it called “‘the hoax 
that started the war” - the 
alleged massacre of 45 
Albanian civilians in the 
Kosovan village of Racak. 

This was the story that gave 
Bill Clinton the excuse to start 
bombing Serbia - and allowed 
the mainstream media to con 
millions of ordinary Americans 
and Britons into supporting the 
war against the Serbs. 


The victims of Racak. Or were they? 


Clinton told the world on 
March 19, 1999: “We should 
remember what happened in 
Racak innocent men, 
women and children were 
taken from their homes to a 
gully, forced to kneel in the dirt 
and sprayed with gunfire.” 
Photos circled the world. 
NATO bombing began March 
24, and lasted 78 days. 

U.S. Foreign Secretary 
Madeleine Albright also cited 
Racak where, she said, there 


were “dozens of people with 


their throats slit.” 

She called this the “galvaniz- 
ing incident” that meant peace 
talks at Rambouillet were point- 
less, “humanitarian bombing” 
the only recourse. 

The Times joined in the drive 
to make us Brits happy to al- 
low Blair to risk our airmen’s 


lives on bombing runs over Bel- 
grade too, writing that victims 
had their eyes gouged out, heads 
smashed in, faces blown away 
at close range, all “farmers, 
workers, villagers, aged 12-74, 
men, women, children.” 


But, as the Toronto Sun has | 


now pointed out, “subsequent in- 
vestigations by German, French 
and American correspondents 
and by human rights and peace 
groups, including the anti-war 
International Action Centre and 
the Liberty Foundation, that the 
Racak massacre seems an enor- 
mous, albeit effective, hoax per- 
petrated by the Kosovo Libera- 
tion Army to persuade the U.S. 
and NATO to at- 
tack the Serbs. 

The goal was 
independence for 
Kosovo, possibly 
leading to the 
dream of a 
Greater Albania.” 
It turns out that 
all the bodies 
found at the al- 
leged ‘massacre’ site were in 
fact KLA terrorists who had been 
killed in fighting with the Serbian 
security forces. 

Forensic evidence has since 
proven that most of the 45 Racak 
dead had been shot at long range, 
not execution-style. 

Corpses tested positive with 
residue of gunpowder on their 
hands, indicating they had been 
firing weapons. 

No ammunition or shell cas- 
ings were found near the bod- 
ies, where they had supposedly 
been massacred, nor were there 
pools of blood. 

The truth is that the KLA took 
the bodies there after they had 
been killed in battle, stripped 
them of their uniforms and in- 
signia, and used them to con the 
West into bombing Serbia.

GIRL'S CONCERN” 


Women from all walks of life now 
make up a third of the membership 
of some nationalist groups in Ger- 
many as they attempt to cement 
their power base, boost their social 
acceptance and move out of the ex- 
tremes into the mainstream. 

This was the conclusion of a feature 
in the Guardian on 4" April. Statis- 
tics from a number of states indicate 
an explosion in female membership 
among groups Campaigning against 
multiculturalism. The Thuringian 
branch of the BVD, Germany’s secu- 
rity service, which monitors anti-Es- 
tablishment groups, said that in less 
than a year the proportion of women 
in nationalist organisations in the east- 
ern state had risen from 20% to 30%. 


ADVANTAGE 

“It appears that women are increas- 
ingly finding emancipation in the scene 
and taking advantage of this,” said 
Riidiger Hesse, a political police 
spokesman in Lower Saxony. 

In an attempt to attract young mod- 
ern women, the Young National Demo- 
crats (JN), the youth wing of the Ger- 
man nationalist party (NPD) which is 
represented in parliament, has sought 
to turn the traditional approach on its 
head, recently coining the phrase: “‘Na- 
tionalism is also a girl’s concern.” It 


the Deputy Head who told me 
about it is unprintable, but I also 
wrote to the Headmaster.
